Dear  Sir; 

At  approx irsately  11:30  P.  M.,  D»S*T*j  Monday,  April-25“y-1966,  I 
vie'-^ed  a lighted  shape  in  the  sky  to  the  vest  of  my  home  on  Route  66,  in 
the  lovn  of  Ghent,  County  of  Columbia,  unlike  anything  I have  ever  seen  or 
heard  of  before. 

If,  indeed,  it  had  cubic  area,  then  the  side  visible  to  me  appeared 
rectangular  in  shape,  *.'i<;h  square  corners,  approximately  I6"  x 26'*.  I com- 
pared it  in  my  mind's  eye  to  the  surface  of  a small  sewing  table  I use. 

The  whole  rectangular  side  appeared  dimly  lit,  or,  if  not,  then 
luminous.  In  the  center  and  in  an  upward  direction  to  the  right  was  a half- 
moon  shape  very  brilliantly  lighted.  From  this  area  there  protruded  in  all 
directions  in  an  uneven  arrangement  spike-like  arms  of  varied  lengths,  the 
tip  cf  each  bearing  a tiny,  equally  brilliant  light.  At  the  top  peak  of  the 
half -moon  to  the  right  the  lighting  resembled  a flat  rainbow,  all  other 
lights  being  colorless. 

I did  not  vatch  it  continuously  but  at  12:05  A.  M.  I noticed  that 
the  rectangular  outline  no  longer  was  visible,  nor  the  tiny  lights,  but  the 
brilliant  half-moon  area  had  enlarged  to  a "fatter"  or  deeper  shape. 

No  noise  v.’as  apparent  to  me,  and  it  moved  very  little  to  the  north 
during  the  time  I watched  it,  off  and  on,  from  11:30  P.  M,  to  12*15  A.  M., 
when  I retired.  The  weather  was  clear,  with  bright  stars,  but  the  tiny 
brilliant  lights  made  the  brightest  stars  appear  dim  by  comparison. 

There  were  several  cars  passing  during  this  period  and  I felt  sure 
someone  else  would  have  seen  It,  had  they  been  able  to  take  their  eyes  from 
the  read.  I listened  to  the  news  reports  the  following  day,  April  26,  but 
the  onl”  coverage  was  on  the  meteor  that  streaked  through  at  8:15  P,  M., 

April  25.  Too,  because  of  the  lateness  of  the  hour  and  their  busy  work 
sched'cle  the  following  day,  I decided  against  disturbing  my  nearest  neigh- 
bors who  had  retired. 

I have  not  reported  this  locally  to  anyone  in  an  officleQ.  capacity. 
Including  the  newspapers,  first,  for  the  simple  reason  that  my  seventy-odd 
years  seeks  reassurance  in  your  statement  in  the  April  1st  issue  of  LIFE 
Magazine  "that  most  UFO  sightings  have  a rational  and  usually  a very  simple 
explanation";  secondly,  I do  not  want  any  publicity.  However,  if  a hundred 
years  from  now  this  reirart  helps  to  fill  a gap,  I shall  consider  my  effort 
worthwhile.
